This  genealogy  is  being  published  in  memory  of  my  father, 
David  Chapin  Beebe,  who  died  suddenly  and  tragically  on  March 
28,  1950,  The  book  in  may  respects  is  incomplete,  but  both  my 
mother,  Lucretia  Cott  Beebe,  and  I  felt  that,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  it  would  be  best  to  have  it  published  in  the  same  form 
as  originally  intended  by  my  father,  since  corrections  and  changes 
made  by  others  would  detract  from  his  work.  It  now  stands  as 
a  tribute  to  his  unceasing  interest  and  effort. 

As  stated  in  the  preface,  my  father’s  intention  was  to  send 
correctible  copies  to  those  people  who  had  been  so  helpful  in 
supplying  information,  so  that  the  book,  when  printed,  would  be  as 
nearly  perfect  as  possible.  Now,  of  course,  this  cannot  be  done. 
An  attempt  has  been  made,  however,  to  include  data  which  had 
been  received  just  prior  or  subsequent  to  his  death.  The  book  it¬ 
self,  except  for  some  few  minor  changes,  has  been  left  intact, 

I  know  father  would  not  have  approved  sending  out  an  unfin¬ 
ished  work  such  as  this,  for,  by  nature,  he  was  a  perfectionist, 
but  we  believe  that  all  who  see  a  copy  of  this  genealogy  cannot 
help  but  be  interested  as  well  as  impressed  with  the  tremendous 
amount  of  ground  covered.

INTRODUCTION 


-  THE  STORY  BACK  OF  THIS  UNDERTAKING  - 

by 

David  C.  Beebe ,  Sr. 


Some  may  probably  wonder  how  and  why  I  became  involved  in 
such  an  undertaking  as  this  booklet  represents,  particularly  when  it 
must  be  quite  obvious  to  most  that,  of  all  the  living  Beebes,  I  am, 
unquestionably,  the  most  poorly  equipped  in  the  matter  of  pertinent 
family  knowledge.  In  brief,  this  absence  of  knowledge  which  I  want¬ 
ed  to  correct  has  prompted  my  efforts  as  the  story  will  explain. 

As  a  sort  of  belated  tribute  to  my  mother,  Helen  Maud  Chapin 
Beebe,  who  was  deeply  interested  in  her  family  background  but  found 
me,  during  her  lifetime,  rather  unresponsive,  I  undertook  to  draft  for 
the  special  benefit  of  my  son  as  well  as  my  brothers,  cousins,  and 
their  respective  children,  the  story  of  the  family  of  my  maternal 
grandparents  and  their  descendents  to  which  story  I  have  given  the 
title  “Mornington  -  1867  -  1894,  Its  Occupants,  their  Descendents, 
and  their  Forbears  -  1590  -  1950.”  “Mornington”  was  the  name  of 
the  Chapin  Family  home  in  Kalamazoo,  Michigan. 

Gathering  information  about  the  early  Chapins  was  a  comparative¬ 
ly  simple  task  because  all  the  information  covering  all  branches  of 
that  family  is  fully  set  forth  in  detail  from  1590  down  to  1917  in  a 
two-volume  book  entitled  “The  Chapin  Family,”  and  published  by 
the  Chapin  Family  Association  around  1923.  Most  of  my  efforts  in 
connection  with  this  undertaking  have,  therefore,  been  directed  towards 
developing  interesting  and  intimate  items  involving  our  particular 
branch  of  the  family. 

My  brothers  and  their  sons  have  followed  my  progress  with  in¬ 
terest,  but  very  aptly  remarked,  (almost  in  a  chorus)  ‘‘This  is  all 
very  interesting  but  what  about  the  Beebes?”  My  knowledge  of  the 
Beebe  Family  was  limited  to  the  name  of  my  grandfather,  Darius 
Beebe,  and  my  grandmother,  Jane  Marion  Cheney  Beebe,  due  to  the 
fact  that  up  to  the  time  my  father  died  I  was  too  interested  in  other 
things  to  pay  attention  to  his  comments  about  his  relatives. 

The  remarks  of  my  immediate  family  about  the  Beebes  prompt¬ 
ed  me  to  lay  aside  my  work  on  the  Chapin  Family  and  try  to  devel¬ 
op  the  history  of  the  Beebes.  Knowing  that  my  father  and  his  sister

were  born  in  Sandusky,  New  York,  and  their  parents  in  Freedom, 

New  York,  I  started  by  writing  letters  to  the  Postmaster  in  those 
two  towns  asking  them  to  advise  me  if  there  were  any  Beebes  living 
in  those  cities  whose  names  and  addresses  they  might  give  me. 

These  letters  produced  no  answers.  I  then  wrote  my  first  cousin, 
Mrs.  Roland  Heeb  (nee  Lilian  Douglass),  who  had  some  information 
and  who  put  me  in  touch  with  Mrs.  Inez  Beebe  Perisho  of  Ipswich, 

S.  D. 

No  one  could  have  been  more  helpful  than  Mrs.  Perisho,  and, 
not  only  did  she  give  me  a  great  deal  of  information  about  the  de- 
scendents  of  Hiram  Beebe,  but  she  gave  me  a  list  of  other  Beebes 
recommending  that  I  communicate  with  theme  Her  guidance  served 
as  the  key  to  developing  such  information  as  I  have  acquired  in  this 
presentation,  which  is  little  more  than  a  framework  for  others,  who 
may  be  interested,  to  pick  up  and  later  complete.  As  a  result  of 
Mrs.  Perisho’s  help,  I  was  brought  into  touch  with  Ernest  Conklin 
Beebe  whose  friendship,  assistance,  and  encouragement  have  meant 
much. 

I  hope  you  will  forgive  the  personal  and  informal  approach 
evidenced  by  this  undertaking,  and  particularly  the  additional  space 
devoted  to  sketches  covering  the  members  of  my  immediate  family, 
which  I  hope  others  will  consider  justifiable  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
I  have  hoped  my  son  and  his  cousins  would  later  be  interested  in 
these  accounts  and  not  lacking  in  knowledge,  as  was  true  in  my  case. 

As  “Mornington  . .........  ”  is  intended  as  a  tribute  to 

my  mother,  this  framework  of  a  history  of  our  branch  of  the  Beebe 
family  is  an  intended  but  rather  unworthy  tribute  to  my  father,  from 
whom  I  could  have  easily  learned  during  his  life-time  what  I  have 
subsequently  been  obliged  to  acquire  the  “hard  way”,  and  when  it 
was  almost  too  late.  My  previous  lack  of  knowledge  about  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  Beebe  Family  should  not  be  attributed  to  lack  of  inter¬ 
est  on  the  part  of  my  father  in  his  relatives,  but  to  the  fact  that  I 
was  sent  away  to  school  at  the  age  of  ten,  and,  thereafter,  except  for 
brief  and  active  visits  home  during  holidays,  I  was  away  from  home 
continuously,  going  to  school  and  college  followed  by  military  service 
during  World  War  I.  Then  came  a  job  away  from  home,  marriage, 
and  the  raising  of  a  family.  Before  going  away  to  school  I  was  too 
young  to  be  interested  in  genealogical  matters  and,  later,  when  my 
interest  was  aroused  and  more  time  was  available,  it  was  almost  too 
late.  I  recite  this  so  that  my  ignorance  will  not  reflect  in  any  way 
upon  my  father,  who,  I  find,  had  a  very  warm  affection  for  his 


relatives  ands  unknown  to  me  at  the  time,  apparently  kept  in  close 
touch  with  many  of  them. 

This  is  intended  as  a  preliminary  draft  for  amendments,  correc¬ 
tions,  and  additions,  but  whether  I  have  the  strength  to  carry  on  with 
a  rewrite  after  this  has  been  distributed  and  several  months  have 
elapsed,  remains  to  be  developed. 

I  hope  you  will  find  something  in  this  that  will  interest  you  - 
it  is  too  much  to  hope  that  it  will  be  considered  of  definite  value. 

I  at  least  hope  that  it  will  serve  as  a  foundation  upon  which  some 
one  else  may  later  build  a  better  record.

STORY: 

JOHN  BEEBE,  SR.  (1),  and  five  of  his  children  sailed  for  America 
in  the  Spring  of  1650  to  join  two  of  his  sons,  JOHN  (2)  and  Samuel,  who 
had  preceded  them  by  some  two  months.  Those  who  accompanied  John, 
Sr,  on  this  voyage  were:  Thomas,  Nathaniel,  James,  Rebecca,  and  Mary. 
John,  Sr,  never  reached  America  and  died  at  sea  -  probably  on  May  18, 
1650  -  the  date  of  his  will.  His  wife,  Rebecca  Ladd  Beebe,  and  his 
daughter,  Hannah,  did  not  sail  on  this  voyage  and  are  presumed  to  have 
died  some  time  prior  to  the  departure  of  the  rest  of  the  family.  Under 
the  circumstances,  the  Beebe  Family  in  America  was  led  and  founded  by 
John  Beebe,  Jr.  (2)  who,  at  the  time,  was  some  22  years  of  age,  and  his 
younger  brothers  and  sisters.

I  quote  the  following  from  page  11  of  Clarence  Beebe’s  Genealogy  of 
1904  as  being  of  interest  in  our  consideration  of  JOHN  BEEBE  (2): 

“In  1675  he  was  appointed  Ensign  by  the  General  Court,  in 

Captain  George  Denison’s  Company  in  New  London  County, 

over  the  68  men  raised  in  that  County  May  11,  1676,  for  the 

standing  army,  and  a  part  of  the  350  men  raised  in  the  colony

of  Connecticut,,  In  June  1676,  during  King  Phillips  War, 
he  went  on  several  military  expeditions  against  the  Indians , 
to  Rhode  Islands  to  Taunton  and  beyond  Westfield,  on  the 
road  to  Albany .  On  one  of  these  expeditions  he  went  up  the 
Connecticut  River  by  water  to  Northampton,,  and  from  there 
joined  Major  Talcot  with  supplies  9  of  which  the  army  was  in 
prime  need.  He  was  living  in  New  London,  Jan.  21 ,  1707-8.*’ 

Note  No.  1  -  Dr.  William  Beebe,  the  famous  scientists 
and  Clarence  Beebe  (to  whom  we  are  all 
indebted  for  his  genealogy)  are  direct  de¬ 
scendants  of  Benjamin  Beebe  (11). 

Note  No.  2  -  Rebecca  Beebe  (12)  married  Richard  Shaw 
of  East  Hamptons  Long  Island.  This 
marriage  may  have  taken  place  on  July  21, 
1688,  which  is  the  date  on  which  Rebecca’s 
father  conveyed  a  certain  half  of  a  house 
and  a  lot  to  Richard  Shaw.

I  found  information  of  interest  on  the  subject  of  both  Lieut0  Jonathan 
Beebe  and  his  son,  Capt.  Ira  Beebe,  in  a  book  entitled  “Collins  Geneal¬ 
ogy  -  Ancestors  of  Rejoyce  Ballance  Collins  &  Constance  Dorothy  Van 
Etten  Collins  Who  Participated  in  the  Civil  and  Military  Affairs  of  the 
American  Colonies;  and  Those  Who  Were  Soldiers  in  the  Continental 
Armies  During  War  of  the  Revolution  and  Those  Who  Served  in  the  War 
of  1812."  This  book  was  compiled  by  Holdridge  Ozro  Collins  (born 
December  10,  1844)  with  a  Foreword  dated  Los  Angeles,  California, 
September  1 ,  1 9 1 0  . 

With  respect  to  Lieut.  Jonathan  Beebe9  I  quote  the  following  from 
Holdridge  O,  Collins'*  book; 

“He  was  one  of  three  men  who  applied  in  October  1723  to  be 
a  Society  by  themselves  to  be  called  “Millington*  the  boundary 
of  which  easterly  was  partly  on  Colchester  and  partly  on 
Lyme  ..a............  .  In  1745  with  his  family  he  moved  to 

Waterbary  ..............  .  During  the  French  and  Indian  War 

in  February  1757  he  was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant 
of  the  13th  Company  of  the  10th  Connecticut  Regiment.  In 
1759  he  was  promoted  First  Lieutenant  of  Captain  Amos 
Hitchcockss  Company  of  the  22nd  Connecticut  Regiment  or¬ 
ganized  for  the  invasion  of  Canada  via  Crown  Point.  In 
this  campaign  he  distinguished  himself  in  the  battles  around 
Lake  George  and  attracted  the  attention  of  Colonel  James 
Montressor  who  mentions  him  several  times  in  his  journal.’ 5

STORY: 

The  following  is  based  on  the  Collins  Genealogy,  which  I  have  pre¬ 
viously  referred  to  in  the  sketch  applicable  to  Jonathan  Beebe: 

'‘During  the  French  and  Indian  War  when  young  Ira’s  father  was 
distinguishing  himself  in  campaigns  around  Lake  George,  Ira 
was  doing  his  part  as  ‘a  private’  in  Captain  Mead’s  Company  of 

the  3rd  Connecticut  Regiment . . .  In  1777  Ira  Beebe 

was  a  member  of  the  Waterbury  Executive  Committee  to  pro¬ 
vide  supplies  for  the  Connecticut  troops  in  the  Continental  Army 
and  the  same  year  he  was  commissioned  a  First  Lieutenant  of 
Captain  John  Lewis’  Company  in  the  10th  Connecticut  Regiment 

.  he  participated  in  the  raid  of  December  10,  1777  on 

Long  Island  and  in  the  battles  around  New  York  and  his  ser¬ 
vices  were  recognized  by  his  promotion  to  Captain  in  the  Twenty- 
Seventh  Regiment  of  Connecticut  Troops,  in  which  rank  he  served 
until  the  end  of  the  war. 

“Upon  his  discharge  from  the  military  service,  he  returned  to  his 
home  in  Naugatuck,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
the  quiet  pursuits  of  a  farmer. 

“Jemima  Hickox  Beebe  survived  her  husband  by  twenty-one  years, 
and  she  was  interred  by  his  side  in  the  family  lot  at  Naugatuck. 
Their  monument  bears  the  following  legend: 

‘Ira  Beebe,  Died  Dec.  29,  1792,  Aged  59 
Jemima,  his  Wife,  Died  April  9,  1813,  Aged  77.’’’ 

Jemima  Hickox  Beebe  -  Since  Jemima  Hickox  Beebe  was  the  grand¬ 
mother  of  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.,  all  of  the  latter’s  many  living  descend- 
ents  named  in  Part  II  are,  naturally,  interested  in  such  information 
about  her  as  may  be  available. 
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Jemima  Hickox  was  a  daughter  of  Gideon  Hickox  and  Sarah  Upson 
Hickox  who  were  married  in  1734,  I  believe  in  Waterbury. 

According  to  ’'copy”1  recently  forwarded  to  Lilian  Douglass  Heeb 
( 6 -DR -1-1  under  4th  Generation,  Part  II)  by  the  Institute  of  American 
Genealogy,  407  South  Dearborn  Street,  Chicago  5,  Ill.,  Gideon  Hickox 
was  the  great-grandson  of  William  &  Elizabeth  Hickock  of  Farmington, 
Conn.,  and  the  line  of  descent  from  William  Hickock  to  Gideon  Hickox 
is: 

1.  Samuel  Hickock,  Sr.  (ca.  1643  -  1695)  and  Hannah 

Upson  Hicock 

2.  Samuel  Hicock,  Jr.  (1668  -  1713)  &  Elizabeth  Plumb  Hicock. 

The  Hicock  family  name  underwent  various  changes  in  spelling  with 
the  passing  of  time  and  the  individual  wishes  of  those  known  by  this 
name.  According  to  this  same  report,  the  name  is  also  spelt,  Heacock, 
and  Hickock,  as  well  as  Hicock  and  Hickox. 


Captain  Ira  Beebe's  eldest  daughter,  Ursula  Beebe,  was  married  on 
November  15,  1780  to  Walter  Wooster  (b.  July  7,  1745  at  Derby,  Conn.) 
Walter  Wooster,  as  Sergeant  Wooster,  had  quite  a  remarkable  record 
during  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  died  on  July  21,  1829  on  his  farm 
near  Waterbury,  Conn.  Ursula  Beebe  Wooster  was  carried  on  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Rolls  of  the  United  States  until  her  death  on  September  28,  1846. 
The  third  child  of  Ursula  Beebe  Wooster  and  Sergeant  Walter  Wooster, 
Jemima  Wooster  by  name,  married  Abira  Collins.  Holdridge  Ozro 
Collins,  whose  books  have  been  so  helpful  to  me  in  gathering  data 
about  Ira  Beebe  and  his  father,  Jonathan  Beebe,  is  a  great-grandson 
of  Ursula  Beebe  Wooster. 

Back  in  1938  I  received  from  the  Media  Research  Bureau  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  (now  reported  out  of  business)  a  so-called  history  of  the 
Beebe  Family.  This  mimeographed  work,  cited  as  a  source  of  informa¬ 
tion,  used  “Captain  Ira  Beebe  and  Sergeant  Walter  Wooster”  by  H.  O, 
Collins,  1902.  A  letter  addressed  by  me  a  month  or  two  ago  to  the 
Media  organization  brought  a  report  from  the  post  office  to  the  effect 
they  were  “out  of  business.”  Goodspeed's  Book  Shop,  Inc.  were  unable 
to  secure  a  copy,  but  advised  I  might  inspect  a  copy  in  the  library  of 
the  Long  Island  Historical  Society  -  corner  of  Pierrepont  &  Clinton 
Streets,  Brooklyn  2,  N.  Y.  On  Friday,  March  17,  1950,  I  visited  the 
library  of  the  Long  Island  Historical  Society. 
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‘Captain  Ira  Beebe  &  Sergeant  Walter  Wooster  -  Soldiers  of  the 
Revolution ’  was  one  of  two  undated  and  unsigned  pamphlets,  copies  of 
which  were  bound  with  the  Collins  Genealogy,  described  under  Sketch 
6.  The  information  in  this  pamphlet  -  which  I  had  photostated  -  is 
based  on  information  drawn  from  the  very  extensive  Collins  Genealogy.

STORY: 

This,  the  final  sketch  in  Part  I,  accounts  for  the  birth  of  Charles 
Beebe,  Sr.,  whose  life  and  many  descendents  Part  II  deals  with  as  com¬ 
pletely  as  information  is  available.  To  attempt  to  record  the  descend¬ 
ents  of  Charles  Beebe’s  brothers  and  sisters  would  involve  a  vast 
amount  of  additional  work  and  time.  Undoubtedly,  their  descendents  ex¬ 
plain  the  existence  of  many  contemporary  Beebes  who  do  not  appear  to 
be  directly  related  to  our  branch  of  the  Beebe  family  as  descended  from 
Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth  Train  Beebe. 

For  the  information  shown  above,  covering  the  brothers  and  sisters 
of  Charles  Beebe,  I  am  indebted  to  (a)  Mrs.  John  W.  Elliott  -  Sarah 
Brackett  Foss  -  who  signs  herself  “Sadie  Foss  Elliott,”  granddaughter 
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of  Eliza  Ann  Beebe  (2-EA)  who  was  Charles  Beebe’s  second  child, 
and  (b)  Miss  Maude  Eleanor  Shallies,  granddaughter  of  Florilla  Beebe 
(4-FL),  Charles  Beebe’s  fourth  child. 

The  information  furnished  by  Sadie  Foss  Elliott  names  the  seven 
children  shown  above,  their  dates  of  birth,  and  identifies  those  to 
whom  six  of  the  children  were  married.  In  the  case  of  Hannah  Beebe, 
her  report  indicates  marriage  to  John  McClure. 

The  material  furnished  by  Maude  E.  Shallies  identifies  only  four  of 
Eli  Beebe’s  children,  namely,  Parley;  Eli,  Jr.;  Charles;  and  Hannah, 
and  in  this  order.  Miss  Shallies’  report  was  one  that  had  been  pre¬ 
pared  years  ago  for  her  mother  by  some  now  unknown  genealogical  re¬ 
search  organization  and  is  undated.  It  indicates  that  Hannah  Beebe 
married  a  “C.  C.  McClure”  rather  than  “John  McClure.”  I  cannot  ex¬ 
plain  the  difference  in  the  names  given  for  the  husband  of  Hannah  Beebe, 
but  I  feel  certain  that  the  account  attributing  seven  children  to  Eli  Beebe 
&  Elizabeth  Baldwin  is  in  all  other  respects  correct.  The  information 
as  to  where  Parley,  Eli,  Jr.,  and  Hannah  Beebe  settled  was  included  in 
Maude  E.  Shallies*  report,  and  is  of  much  interest.  In  a  latter  dated 
January  5,  1950,  addressed  to  me  by  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  -  Mabel 
Laura  Beebe  Gould  -  daughter  of  Charles  Beebe,  Jr.,  she  asks: 

“Who  were  the  McClures  of  Springville,  New  York?  They  were 
relatives  of  father  -  not  mother.  There  was  Chester  McClure, 

Sr.,  and  Chester  McClure,  Jr.,  and  Martha  McClure  -  whether 
Martha  was  wife  of  the  Senior,  Junior,  or  a  sister  of  either,  I 
do  not  know.  I  do  know  that  when  there  was  a  large  gathering 
of  the  Beebes  they  were  usually  invited  and  were  present.” 

The  marriage  of  Hannah  Beebe  to  a  McClure,  and  her  residence  in 
Springville,  New  York  is  at  least  a  clue  to  finding  the  answer  to  Mrs. 
Gould’s  inquiry.  In  another  letter,  dated  November  20,  1949,  Mrs. 

Gould  wrote: 

“Did  you  know  that  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  had  a  brother,  Nelson, 
living  in  Coldwater,  Michigan?  My  father,  Charles  Beebe,  Jr., 
my  mother,  and  I  used  to  visit  them  there,  also  your  grand¬ 
parents,  the  Darius  Beebes  in  Kalamazoo. 

Then,  in  a  letter  dated  January  5,  1950,  on  the  subject  of  Nelson 
Beebe: 


In  regard  to  which  was  the  elder,  he  or  grand - 
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father,  I  do  not  know.  I  was  not  more  than  four  or  five 
years  old  at  the  time,  and  have  a  hazy  recollection  of  an 
elderly  man  and  woman  -  no  others  present  -  except  my 
parents.  I  have  often  wished  my  father  had  kept  track 
of  them.  The  Beebe  name  has  been  common  in  Toledo, 

Ohio  -  and  in  some  of  Southern  Michigan  cities.  I  have 
thought  that  perhaps  they  were  descendents  of  Nelson 
Beebe.  *’ 

I  regret  that  I  have  been  unable  to  develop  anything  further  on  the 
subject  of  Nelson  Beebe.  He  apparently  was  not  one  of  Charles  Beebe, 
Sr.’s  brothers.  Perhaps  reference  to  him  here  will  eventually  lead  to 
fixing  his  identity. 

PART  I  -  Section  B. 

THE  FAMILY  OF  ELIZABETH  TRAIN  (BEEBE) 

Since  Part  II  is  intended  to  be  a  record  of  the  descendents  of 
Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth  Train,  we  are,  naturally,  as  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  background  of  Elizabeth  Train  as  we  have  been  in  that  of 
Charles  Beebe.  Charles  Beebe’s  background  has  been  rather  thorough¬ 
ly  covered  in  Part  I  and  it,  therefore,  seems  appropriate  to  digress  for 
a  moment  and  insert  here  such  information  as  I  have  on  the  subject  of 
the  Train  Family. 

Among  the  old  documents  loaned  to  me  by  Maude  Eleanor  Shallies  - 
(4-FL-4-2)  under  4th  Generation  -  I  find  an  obviously  old  copy  of  a 
memorandum,  captioned: 

“John  Trayne,  the  emigrant  from  whom  our  line 
comes,  emigrated  in  1634.” 

This  memorandum  confirms  that  Isaac  Train  was  born  at  Adams,  Mass, 
on  May  22,  1759,  and  adds  that  he  died  on  August  19,  1843  at  Urbana, 

N.  Y.  It  then  explains,  without  giving  the  date  of  marriage,  that  he  was 
married  to  Elizabeth  Cummings  (or  Cummins),  who  died  on  Jan.  18, 

1857  at  an  unknown  place.  A  glance  at  a  map  will  show  that  Urbana, 

N.  Y.  is  on  Keuka  Lake  -  not  far  from  Hammondsport  in  Steuben  County, 
New  York. 

The  memorandum  then  proceeds  to  list  the  nine  children  born  to 
Isaac  Train  and  Elizabeth  Cummings  Train,  which  gives  us  the  identity 
of  Elizabeth  Train’s  brothers  and  sisters  in  whom  we  cannot  help  but 
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be  most  interested.  They  were,  together  with  the  other  data  included  in 
this  memorandum,  applicable  to  each  as  follows:

The  above  is  an  exact  copy  except  that  I  have  inserted  “Massachu¬ 
setts’*  following  Adams  and  Greenwich,  put  Elizabeth’s  name  in  capitals, 
and  changed  her  birth  date  from  Nov.  12,  1795  to  March  12,  1795,  which 
I  am  satisfied  is  correct.  Phillipston,  Mass,  is  in  Worcester  County, 
northeast  of  Springfield,  and  Greenwich  is  in  Hampshire  County,  not  far 
to  the  west  and  fairly  close  to  Northampton.  From  the  above  account 
we  know  that  the  Train  Family,  which  altered  the  spelling  of  the  name 
from  Trayne  to  Train,  moved  about  considerably.  Based  on  the  infor¬ 
mation  contained  at  the  end  of  Part  I  in  the  sketch  covering  the  Family 
of  Eli  Beebe,  we  also  know  that  Elizabeth’s  eldest  sister,  Sally  (Sally 
Ann),  married  Charles  Beebe’s  older  brother,  Eli  Beebe,  Jr.,  and  later 
settled  in  Imlay  City,  Lapeer  County,  Michigan. 

Isaac  Train  served  in  the  army  during  the  Revolutionary  War  in  the 
Massachusetts  Troop  and  also  as  one  of  the  “Green  Mountain  Boys.’’ 
Lilian  Douglass  Heeb  -  6 -DR - 1  - 1 ,  4th  Generation  -  has  a  certificate 
issued  Nov.  17,  1904  by  the  Bureau  of  Pensions,  Department  of  the  In¬ 
terior,  Washington,  D.  C.,  describing  his  military  service  of  which  I  had 
a  photostatic  copy  made.  Isaac  Train’s  military  service  fixes  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  descendents  of  Elizabeth  Train  Beebe  with  respect  to  eligibil¬ 
ity  in  the  D.A.R.  According  to  Clayton  Wellington  Beebe  -  ll-WE-3, 

3rd  Generation  -  Isaac  Train  was  a  Pensioner  (Authority,  National 
Register  of  American  Revolution,  page  223  number  9430). 

Apparently,  the  present  generation  of  Train  descendents  are  interest- 
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ed  in  tracing  their  history  for,  among  the  papers  loaned  to  me  by 
Lilian  Douglass  Heeb,  were  two  inquiring  letters  from  Trains.  One 
dated  May  30,  1938  was  from  Mrs.  Augustus  N.  Hand  (Susan  Train 
Hand)  of  1 1  East  68th  Street,  New  York,  and  the  other  dated  July  19, 
1938  from  Eleanor  Train  Low  of  334  Archer  Street,  Freeport,  New 
York.  Perhaps  in  the  interim  they  have  gained  knowledge  that  would 
be  of  value  to  us,  but  I  have  no  time  to  ask  them. 

Maude  E.  Shallies  has  also  loaned  me  a  certificate  attesting  to  the 
military  service  of  Isaac  Train.  This  certificate  issued  by  the  Bureau 
of  Pensions  is  dated  March  9,  1917  and  is  addressed  to  G.  W.  Shallies, 
122  Court  Street,  Plattsburg,  N.Y.  At  the  top  left,  under  the  title 
“Revolutionary  War  Records  Section”  it  shows  the  following  reference 
numbers:  “I.S.C.,  S.File  23030.” 

From  Maude  E.  Shallies  I  have  a  copy  of  a  letter,  dated  Jn.  1 6 , 
1905,  addressed  by  Mrs.  C.  L.  A.  Bently  of  1012  Shiawassee  St., 
Owasso,  Michigan,  to  Mrs.  Myrtle  Beebe  Douglass  which  I  shall  quote 
in  part  to  guide  those  who  may,  in  the  future,  wish  to  piece  together 
some  of  the  missing  story: 

“Yours  of  the  13th  is  at  hand  and  I  hasten  to  inform  you 
that  I  have  not  and  never  had  any  written  records  of  my 
progenitors;  but  I  remember  my  great-grandfather  Train 
distinctly,  having  spent  one  winter  -  1841  -  with  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Pamelia  Train  Bird  of  Hammonsport,  Steuben  Co., 
N.Y.  with  whom  he  resided  until  his  death  which  occured  in  the 
early  forties,  if  I  remember  correctly. 

“He  was  eighty  years  old,  I  think,  when  I  knew  him;  I  was 
eight.  My  recollections  of  him  are  very  vivid  and  fanciful, 
however,  for  soldiers  were  not  so  common  in  those  days 
as  they  are  now  and  I  thought  possibly  he  might  get  offend¬ 
ed  some  time  and  kill  us  all  with  that  terrible  sword  that 
hung  over  the  head  of  his  bed.  . .  was  perfectly  de¬ 

lighted  when  he  let  me  take  his  big  wallet  of  “Pension 
Money”  (all  in  silver  dollars)  to  count  when  I  got  home 
sick.  Mrs.  Pamelia  Train  Stocking  lived  near  Bath,  N.  Y., 
and  Mrs,  Rachel  Train  Caldwell  -  his  daughter  -  lived  at 
Hammondsport. 

“My  grandmother,  Mrs.  Sally  Train  Beebe  and  Mrs.  Susanah 
Train  Thompson  lived  and  died  in  Otselic,  N.  Y.  The  records 
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you  refer  to  were  burned  before  Isaac  Train  died,  I  remember 
the  relatives  regretting  ihes  to  them,  serious  loss,  as  there 
were  records  of  heirship  property  in  England  coming  to  the 
Beebes.  By  the  way,  I  think  my  great-grandfather  Beebe  was 
a  Revolutionary  soldier  too.  I  think  you  could  get  some  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  grandfather  Train  by  writing  to  Parley  L. 

Beebe,  Imlay  City,  Lapeer  County,  Michigan.”

STORY: 

George  Cheney  had  son  by  name  of  Ellsworth  Cheney,  born  in  Sandusky, 
1862,  and  grandson,  Arthur  Cheney,,  Ellsworth  Cheney  died  in  Sandusky  in 
1918. 

It  seems  that  there  are  two  Cheney  Families  in  this  country,  which 
may  or  may  not  be  related.  Part  I  of  the  Cheney  Genealogy  deals  with 
William  Cheney  of  Roxbury  and  his  descendants,  while  Part  II  is  devoted 
to  John  Cheney  of  Newbury  and  his  descendants.  The  Cheneys  with  whom 
we  are  concerned  are  descendants  of  William  Cheney  of  Roxbury,  Mass. 

“In  the  records  of  the  church  of  Roxbury,  written  by  the  first  pastor,  who 
was  that  remarkable  ‘Apostle  to  the  Indians*  Rev.  John  Eliot,  there  is  a 
very  interesting  list  of  the  members,  giving  many  personal  sketches,’1 

The  records  show  that  William  Cheney  was  a  resident  of  Roxbury  prior 
to  1640,  John  Cheney  lived  in  Roxbury  for  a  time  prior  to  moving  to  New¬ 
bury,  but  there  is  no  record  of  his  having  owned  property  in  Roxbury.  He 
may  have  lived  for  a  time  with  William  Cheney  who  may  have  been  a  rela¬ 
tive,  Both  families  seem  to  have  been  illustrious.

Harrison  Beebe  never  married  and  died  in 
early  manhood.  He  was  buried  in  the  Charles 
Beebe,  Sr.  lot  at  Sandusky,  N.  Y. 

For  a  time  I  thought  the  name  of  the  8th  child 
was  Clinton  DeWitt  Beebe  rather  than  DeWitt 
Clinton  Beebe.  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  tells  me 
he  always  signed  himself  “D.  C.  Beebe,’*  the 
same  initials  as  my  own.  She  further  adds  that 
all  of  Ms  advertising  for  Ms  store  was  so  signed. 

Edna  J.  Beebe  did  not  marry  and  always  lived 
with  her  parents  and  cared  for  them  in  their  old 
age  -  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  living  to  be  86,  and 
Elizabeth  Train  Beebe  to  be  87.  In  her  letter 
to  me  of  Nov.  20,  1949,  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould 
advises  that,  “‘Grandfather  was  smaller  than  the 
average  man  -  his  sons  were  all  larger  than  he. 
Grandmother  was  tall  and  a  large  woman.  Edna 
died  in  their  home  which  was  left  to  her.  After 
leaving  the  farm,  my  grandparents  lived  in  Arcade 
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Village  and  their  youngest  son,  Wellington,  took 
over  the  farm  and  Jived  there  a  number  of 
years.** 


STORY: 

Among  my  greatest  sources  of  information  on  the  subject  of  the 
immediate  family  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Train  Beebe  have  been 
Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  (3-CJ-6,  3rd  Generation),  Clayton  Wellington 
Beebe  (ll-WE-3,  3rd  Generation),  Maude  Eleanor  Shallies  (4-FL-4-2, 
4th  Generation),  and  Sarach  Brackett  Foss  Elliott  (2-EA-7-2,  4th  Gen¬ 
eration).  Each  has  contributed  some  part  to  complete  the  pattern  as 
a  whole.  I  am  deeply  impressed  by  the  forms  on  which  Sarah  Brackett 
Foss  Elliott  furnished  detailed  information.  They  have  something  to  do 
with  what  is  called  the  Mormon  “Temple  Book’*  and  were  copyrighted, 
1936,  by  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah. 

Mrs.  Gould’s  letter  to  me  of  November  20,  1949  is  an  outstanding 
contribution  to  all  Beebes,  with  its  comprehensive  detailed  information. 
In.  order  to  preserve  all  of  the  data  contained  in  this  thirteen  page 
letter  written  in  longhand,  I  have  had  it  photostated,  and,  in  addition 
to  presenting  a  copy  to  its  author,  I  have  given  copies  to  the  following

In  taking  this  step,  I  feel  that  I  am  safeguarding  for  others  and  poster¬ 
ity,  information  contributed  by  Mrs.  Gould  who  was  81  years  old  on  her 
last  birthday,  June  15,  1949,  I  might  lose  the  original  and  it  would  be 
impossible  to  gather  the  same  information  from  other  sources  later. 

Clayton  Wellington  Beebe  has  in  his  possession  the  principal  family 
Bible.  The  order  and  dates  of  birth,  as  set  forth,  herein,  for  the 
eleven  children  of  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth  Train  Beebe  were 
taken  from  this  Bible  and  given  to  me  by  Clayton  W.  Beebe  in  his  letter 
postmarked,  “East  Aurora,  N.Y.,  Nov.  21,  1949.’*  The  order  of  birth 
thus  used  is  slightly  different  than  that  furnished  by  Mrs.  Gould  who, 
without  dates,  listed  the  five  sons  and  six  daughters  in  a  slightly 
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different  order . 


A  discovery  of  interest  to  me  personally  is  the  following,  which 
involves  Charles  Beebe,  Sr. 

On  the  death  of  my  father,  Clifford  Dwight  Beebe  (son  of  Darius 
Beebe)  I  came  into  possession  of  a  gold-headed  cane  that  had  belonged 
to  him.  On  the  head  of  the  cane  is  engraved,  “G.  Beebe  from  Darius. * 

I  hever  heard  any  comment  as  to  the  history  of  this  cane  but  merely 
assumed  that  it  had  been  given  to  my  father,  Clifford  Beebe  by  his 
father,  Darius  Beebe. 

In  his  letter,  postmarked  November  21,  1949,  Clayton  Wellington 
Beebe  writes? 

“My  sister  (Bertha  Beebe)  tells  me  that  somewhere  there  is 
a  goldheaded  cane  that  was,  I  understand,  the  property  of 
Charles  and  which  has  been  handed  down  through  the  past 
many  years.  My  father  had  it  and,  at  his  death,  it  was  sent 
to  your  father  -  I  being  too  young  at  that  time  to  appreciate 
it.  Do  you  know  anything  of  this?  If  so,  and  you  are  willing, 
would  like  to  have  it  for  a  bit.” 

Apparently,  this  cane  was  presented  to  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  by  his 
son,  Darius  (my  grandfather).  I  am  indeed  impressed  to  learn  that 
I  have  been  the  custodian  of  the  cane  that  belonged  to  the  founder  of 
our  branch  of  the  Beebe  Family.  I  shall  be  glad  to  lend  it  to  Clayton 
Wellington  Beebe  and  have  so  advised  him.  I  have  subsequently 
learned  from  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  that  this  cane  was  in  the  possession 
of  her  father,  Charles  Beebe,  Jr.,  for  a  number  of  years  and  that, 
following  his  death,  it  was  sent  by  the  executors  of  her  father’s  estate 
to  Wellington  E.  Beebe,  the  youngest  son  of  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  This 
cane  has  a  history. 

The  family  Bible  in  Clayton  W.  Beebe’s  possession  contains  a  hand¬ 
written  copy  of  an  obituary  notice  of  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.  that  had  appear¬ 
ed  in  a  local  publication,  and  which  reads? 

“An  Old  and  Respected  Citizen  Gone. 

Mr.  Charles  Beebe,  an  old  and  respected  citizen  of  this  place 
died  at  his  late  residence  last  Sabbath  morning  at  the  advanced 
age  of  86  years.  The  deceased  was  born  in  Massachusetts  but 
removed  when  a  child  to  Luddington,  Vermont,  whence  he  came 
to  Cazenovia  in  this  State,  In  1815  he  came  to  this  town  and  re- 
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sided  about  three  years  and  then  removed  to  Freedom  where  he 
spent  most  of  his  days.  Here  eleven  children  were  born  of  whom 
eight  remain  to  mourn  his  death.'’ 

In  commenting  on  the  entries  appearing  in  the  family  Bible,  Clayton 
Beebe  remarks,  “The  attached  is  from  the  family  Bible  and  age  and 
wear  have  made  some  of  the  entries  impossible  to  read.  I’ll  do  my 
best  and  perhaps  it  will  help.*’  Since  we  know  that  Charles  Beebe,  Jr. 
was  born  at  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.  on  January  28,  1817,  I  am  quite  sure  that 
the  date  in  the  quoted  obituary  notice  should  read  1817  and  not  1815.

*  -  I  did  not  learn  of  the  existence  of  Mary  Jane  Beebe 
and  Frances  Marion  Beebe  until  long  after  I  had 
adopted  the  key  numbers  and  letters  for  the  other 
children  of  Hiram  Beebe  and  carried  them  forward 
through  the  succeeding  generations,,  To  have  given 
these  daughters,  who  died  in  childhood  without  issue, 
the  numbers  which  they  should  have  been  assigned 
would  have  involved  an  endless  amount  of  detailed 
detailed  corrections  in  succeeding  accounts  of  the 
3rd,  4th,  and  5th  Generations.  To  avoid  this,  I  have 
simply  assigned  them  special  numbers,  1-HI-S-l  and 
l-HI-S-2.  I  first  learned  of  the  existence  of  Mary 
Jane  and  Frances  Marion  through  a  clipping  which 
Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  -  3-CJ-6,  3rd  Generation  - 
sent  me  with  her  letter  of  Jan.  5,  1950  reporting  the 
death  on  Nov.  8,  1913  of  Miss  Louisa  Beebe.  This 
undated  clipping  from  an  unidentified  newspaper  listed 
the  eight  children  of  Hiram  Beebe.  Later,  Vivian 
Beebe  Edwards  -  1 -HI-3 -1-1,  5th  Generation  -  gave 
me  in  her  letter  of  Jan.  23,  1950  the  dates  on  which 
these  two  daughters  were  born.

Charles  Beebe,  Jr,  was  a  widely  known  and  prominent  dairy  farmer 
of  Freedom  Township,  His  farm  lay  in  the  outskirts  of  Sandusky  Village, 
Cattaraugus  County,  N.  Y,  He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  and  pioneer 
farmers  of  this  county. 

He  bought  forest  land  adjoining  his  fathers  (Chares  Beebe,  Sr.  ) 
farm  on  the  south.  This  land  he  cleared  and  subdued  with  the  aid  of  an 
axes,  a  yoke  of  oxen,  and  the  sweat  of  his  brow.  By  toiling  early  and 
late,  teaching  school  in  the  winter,  and  working  on  his  land  in  the  warm- 
er  months,  he  succeeded.  Here  he  built  a  lo.g  house  to  which  he  brought 
his  bride,  Harriet  Mead  Beebe,  in  1847,  Their  five  eldest  children  were 
born  in  the  log  house. 

In  1867  the  farm  house  was  built  which  is  standing  there  now  (1950). 
It  was  in  this  house  that  their  youngest  daughter  was  born  in  1868  and 
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married  in  1890.  Charles  Beebe,  Jr.  owned  a  larger  farm  known  as  his 
“hill  farm"  -  he  operated  the  two  of  them  together,  stocking  them  heav¬ 
ily  with  dairy  cows  in  the  time  when  producing  milk  for  cheese  was  the 
principal  industry  of  Cattaraugus  County  farmers.  It  was  in  the 
“homestead  farm**  that  he  died  in  1890.  His  wife,  Harriet  Mead  Beebe, 
preceded  him  in  1888.

STORY; 

About  1870  Darius  Beebe  and  his  family  moved  to  Kalamazoo,  Mich™ 
igan,  where  he  became  a  merchant.  I  regret  that  to  date  I  know  little 
about  his  life.  He  lived  on  Elm  Street  and  was  in  partnership  with  Mr. 
Rufus  Scott  in  the  clothing  business.  The  firm  did  a  prosperous  business 
until  Mr.  Beebe  retired  in  1872.  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  advises  me  that 
her  father,  Charles  Beebe,  Jr.,  and  his  brother,  DeWitt  Clinton  Beebe, 
were  at  Darius5  bedside  in  Kalamazoo  when  he  died  and  that  they,  with 
the  family,  accompanied  the  body  to  Arcade,  N.  Y.,  and  then  adds  that 
he  was  buried  very  close  to  “Uncle  Clinton’s  lot  -  probably  the  two 
adjoined.”  Also,  that  she  attended  the  funeral  as  she  later  attended  the 
memorial  services  which  were  held  for  his  wife  (Jane  Marion  Cheney 
Beebe  -  my  grandmother)  in  the  Baptist  Church  at  Sandusky,  N.  Y.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  she  does  not  remember  the  date  of  these  memorial  services. 

In  her  letter  of  Nov.  20,  1949,  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Gould  advises  on  the 
subject  of  the  Cheneys; 

“The  Cheneys  and  Beebes  intermarried  at  least  three  times.  I 

well  remember  your  grandmother  Jane  and  three  of  her  brothers. 

They  were  George,  Harrison,  and  Walter.  George  was  a  Civil 

War  veteran  -  known  as  Captain  Harry.  ................  Nathan 

Cheney,  an  uncle,  married  Eliza  Ann  Beebe,  eldest  daughter  of 

C/ ha r  le  s  8 e e be ,  Sr.  a.o.oooooo.ooooo.. 

In  another  letter,  dated  Nov.  29,  1949,  she  advises  that  the  farm  of 
her  father,  Charles,  Jr.,  adjoined  that  of  her  grandfather,  Charles  Beebe, 
Sr.,  in  Cattaraugus  County,  and,  further,  that  the  history  of  that  county 
contained  an  interesting  record  of  my  kinsman,  Harrison  Cheney,  as  well 
as  a  wonderful  full-page  photograph. 

During  December  1949  I  learned  that  The  Kalamazoo  Gazette  -  the 
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oldest  newspaper  in  the  State  of  Michigan  -  has  been  published  contin¬ 
uously  since  1833  and  that  copies  of  all  issues  are  on  file  in  the  Kala¬ 
mazoo  Public  Library„  I  have  employed  a  researcher  to  try  and  find 
items  of  interest  in  respect  to  both  my  paternal  and  maternal  grand¬ 
parents.  This  makes  one  wonder  if  there  is  not  a  similar  source  that 
we  might  turn  to  in  Arcade,  Sandusky,  Freedom,  etc.  that  would  pro¬ 
duce  valuable  data  on  earlier  Beebes. 

(Note:  The  following  excerpts  of  articles  which  appeared  in 

the  Kalamazoo  Gazette,  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  at  the 
time  of  the  train  wreck  which  occurred  in  Rio,  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  in  which  Jane  Marion  Cheney  lost  her  life,  have 
been  inserted  subsequent  to  the  death  of  David  Chapin 
Beebe.) 

“MILWAUKEE,  WIS.,  Oct.  28,  1886  -  The  worst  railroad 
accident  that  has  occurred  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 

Paul  Railroad  in  many  years  took  place  Wednesday  at  Rio, 
a  small  station  fifteen  miles  this  side  of  Portage  and  seventy- 
eight  miles  from  Milwaukee.  The  lightning  express,  which 
leaves  Chicago  at  7  o’clock  P.M.  for  St.  Paul,  ran  into  an 
open  switch  and  was  dumped  into  an  old  stone  quarry.  One 
coach  and  three  sleepers  were  wrecked.  .........  The  passen¬ 
ger  coach,  was  telescoped  at  both  ends  and  the  fire  and  smoke 
that  enveloped  the  wreck  prevented  the  imprisoned  and  in¬ 
jured  passengers  from  escaping.  Passengers  from  the  sleep¬ 
ers  gathered  around  the  blazing  cars,  but  they  were  powerless 
to  render  assistance.  ...........  Every  one  of  the  wrecked  cars 

was  consumed  by  fire.** 


“KALAMAZOO,  MICHIGAN,  Saturday  morning,  October  30,  1886 
“WERE  THEY  IN  THE  WRECK?  Mrs.  Jane  M.  Beebe  and 
Mrs.  Aldine  Winter  supposed  to  be  burned.  -  Mrs.  Jane  M. 
Beebe  and  Mrs.  Aldine  Winter  left  here  Wednesday,  the  former 
for  Minneapolis  to  visit  her  daughter,  recently  married,  and  the 
latter  for  Fargo,  Dakota.  They  both  secured  berths  on  the  ill- 
fated  train  on  the  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railroad  which  was 
wrecked,  and  26  lives  lost  near  Portage,  Wisconsin,  Wednesday 
night.  Neither  of  their  names  have  appeared  among  the  list  of 
killed  and  burned,  neither  can  any  tidings  of  their  whereabouts 
be  obtained.  A  friend  of  Mrs.  Beebe  left  yesterday  for  Rio, 
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the  scene  of  the  wreck  in  search  of  the  remains  or  her 
whereabouts  if  alive .  He  was  joined  in  Chicago  by 
MrSo  Beebe’s  son  who  lives  at  Hastings.  It  is  known  that 
she  has  not  reached  her  destination.8'

6 “ALL  THREE  HAVE  PERISHED.  Definite  News  of  the 
Fatality  which  Befell  Mrs.  Winter  and  Mrs.  Beebe  -  It 
was  definitely  learned  yesterday  that  the  checks  which 
Mrs.  Alvin  Winters  had  for  her  baggage  had  been  found 
in  the  ruins  of  the  ill-fated  train  at  Rio,  Wisconsin. 

She  had  been  here  with  her  child  visiting  her  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Munton  of  West  North  St.,  and  arranged 
before  leaving  here  to  travel  with  Mrs.  Darius  Beebe  as 
far  as  Minneapolis.  It  is  known  that  the  two  women  and 
child  were  in  the  forward  coach,  from  which  only  three 
escaped  alive,  and  that  they  are  among  the  missing.5*

““The  friends  of  the  late  Mrs.  A.  Winters  and  Mrs.  Darius 
Beebe  are  talking  of  holding  a  union  memorial  service  for 
the  departed  who  met  a  most  terrible  death  in  the  Rio 
disaster. 

““Mrs.  Myrtle  Douglass,  of  Minneapolis,  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Beebe  who  was  killed  while  on  her  way  to  visit  her,  is 
recovering  from  a  severe  illness,  which,  however,  is  not 
diphtheria  as  reported.

STORY: 


At  the  time,  the  cheese  industry  was  the  principal  business  of 
western  New  York  farmers,  Verlett  Carlton  Beebe  attained  to  one  of 
the  highest  places  in  that  field  in  the  State.  He  represented  Stephen 
Underhill,  one  of  the  largest  cheese  buyers  in  New  York  City.  He  was 
an  expert  judge  and  his  services  as  a  judge  were  repeatedly  sought  by 
State  Fair  Officials,  In  1898  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  in  New  York  State.

STORY: 

It  is  my  hope  that  Lilian  Douglass  Heeb  will  write  this  sketch 
for  the  rewrite.  My  difficulty  is  that  one  of  the  things  she  dislikes  doing 
most,  is  writing.  Before  becoming  a  grower  of  citrus  fruits  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  Rollin  M.  Douglass  was  a  Manager  of  various  street  railway  services 
and  the  owner  and  operator  of  mills. 

Note:  The  following  has  been  taken  from  a  sketch  prepared 
by  Lilian  Douglass  Heeb  and  inserted  in  this 
Genealogy  after  the  death  of  David  Chapin  Beebe. 

When  Myrtle  was  11  years  of  age,  in  1868,  the  family  moved  out 
west  to  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  where  Darius  Beebe  entered  into  the 
clothing  business.  Myrtle  lived  in  the  family  home  on  Elm  Street  until 
her  marriage  to  Rollin  Milo  Douglass  on  September  1,  1886.  “Several 
times,  Myrtle,  with  various  members  of  her  family,  returned  to  Sandusky 
and  Arcade,  a  neighboring  village,  to  visit  the  many  relatives  residing 
there.  She  often  told  her  daughter  about  the  gay  parties  held  in  the  ball¬ 
room  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  Beebe  Block.  About  1885  she  went  to 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  to  visit  her  girlhood  friend,  Meda  Burrows 
McNeir,  whose  bride’s  maid  she  had  been  only  a  short  time  before. 

There  she  met  Rollin  Milo  Douglass,  whom  she  described  upon  her  re¬ 
turn,  as  a  dashing,  handsome  widower.  It  must  have  been  love  at  first 
sight  for  she  greatly  prolonged  her  visit  with  her  friend  Meda.  It  is  not 
known  whether  she  became  engaged  while  still  in  Minneapolis  or  by 
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correspondence.  The  two  lovers  did  not  see  each  other  again  until 
Rollin  came  to  Kalamazoo  a  day  or  two  before  September  1,  1886 
when  they  were  married.,  They  then  went  to  Minneapolis  to  live  where 
Rollin  was  already  in  business.09 

“To  this  union  was  born  a  daughters  Lilian  Marian,  and  a  son, 
Clifford  Do  Beebe  ,  who  lived  only  two  years  and  five  months.  During 
the  first  twenty  years  of  their  family  life  they  lived  in  various  parts  of 
the  country,  owing  to  the  nature  of  Rollin°s  business  -  street  railway 
management  in  several  important  cities. 

“In  1906  the  family  moved  to  Covina,  California,  where  citrus 
property  was  acquired.  Myrtle  resided  in  the  family  home,  about  one 
mile  from  town,  until  July  16,  1929  when,  after  a  major  operations 
followed  by  a  month  of  illness  she  passed  away,  leaving  her  husband  and 
her  daughter.  The  day  following  her  funeral  her  husband  was  overtaken 
by  a  paralytic  stroke  and  spent  the  remaining  six  years  of  his  life  as  a 
semi-invalid. 

“Myrtle  Beebe  Douglass ,  because  of  her  delightful  personality, 
made  friends  wherever  she  went.  Her  activities  extended  to  civic  as 
well  as  social  affairs.  She  served  as  president  of  the  Covina  Woman’s 
Club  and  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  worthy  work.  Often  she  told 
her  daughter  that  the  best  way  to  establish  one°s  self  in  a  new  communi¬ 
ty  was  to  become  identified  with  a  church  of  one’s  choice.  Upon  arrival 
in  Covina  the  fainily  became  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  throughout  her  useful  and  devoted  years,  her  church  occupied  a  prom¬ 
inent  place  in  her  well-ordered  life.00 

The  early  years  of  Rollin  Milo  Douglass9  life  were  spent  on  a 
farm.  He  was  one  of  seven  children  born  to  Milo  Douglass  and  Sara 
Hutchinson  Douglass.  He  attended  a  country  school  -  and,  later,  an 
academy  where  he  studied  engineering.  At  the  age  of  17  he  was  teaching 
school  and  a  few  years  later  he  became  an  engineer  engaged  in  construc¬ 
tion  work  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 

“Life  in  such  an  environment  must  have  been  exciting  for  the 
young  man  as  the  Indians  were  all  around  and  a  detachment  of  soldiers 
was  sent  out  for  the  protection  of  the  railroad  builders.  Rollin  loved  to 
recount  those  adventurous  days.  While  there,  he  met  General  Custer  and, 
years  later,  he  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  and  introducing  his  daughter 
to  the  general9s  widow  at  a  reception  In  Jackson,  Mississippi.90 


Rollin’s  first  marriage  was  to  Lucy  Benton  in  the  late  1890’s,  and 
of  this  union,,  a  daughter,  Lilian,  was  born.  Soon  after  this  Lucy  died 
and  at  six  years  of  age,  “the  little  Lilian  was  a  victim  of  diphtheria.” 
Following  her  death  Rollin  lived  with  the  parents  of  his  departed  wife, 
until  his  marriage  to  Myrtle  May  Beebe  in  1886. 

Rollin  continued  in  the  orange  growing  business  in  Covina, 
California,  until  his  death  on  January  30,  1935.  Rollin  and  Myrtle  were 
laid  to  rest  in  Oakdale  Cemetary,  a  few  miles  from  where  they  had  lived 
so  long. 

“One  of  the  first  civic  activities  Rollin  became  interested  in  upon 
coming  to  Covina  was  as  a  member  of  the  building  committee  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  Always  an  ardent  Republican  he  became 
mildly  interested  in  politics  for  a  number  of  years.  He  loved  his  home 
and  always  thought  that  was  a  good  place  to  be  with  his  wife.  Myrtle, 
and  his  daughter,  Lilian.”

STORY: 

When  he  was  about  four  years  old,  Clifford  Dwight  Beebe’s  parents 
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moved  to  Kalamazoo  where  they  lived  on  Elm  Street,  Clifford  did  not  go 
to  college  and ,  after  graduating  from  High  School,  started  work  in  a  local 
bank  at  an  early  age.  Just  prior  to  attaining  the  age  of  21,  he  moved  to 
Hastings,  Michigan,  where  he  helped  organize  the  Hastings  City  Bank, 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  “Hastings  Banner/9  issue  of  October  22,  1936, 
which  features  the  50th  anniversary  of  this  bank,  with  an  article  cap¬ 
tioned  “50th  Anniversary  for  Hastings  City  Bank  -  Gives  Half  Century 
of  Service  Without  Loss  to  Depositors /?  and  reads  in  part; 

“About  this  time,  a  young  man  named  Clifford  D.  Beebe 
came  to  Hastings  from  Kalamazoo,  He  had  had  banking  ex¬ 
perience  and  wanted  to  start  a  bank  in  Hastings.  He 
succeeded  in  interesting  several  gentlemen,  all  of  whom 
were  anxious  for  the  growth  of  this  community.  The  result 
of  his  efforts  was  the  establishment  of  the  Hastings  City 
Bank,  It  was  organized  on  the  26th  of  October,  1886,  its 
State  Charter  being  #11,  its  capital  $50,000.  It  is  still  op¬ 
erating  under  that  same  charter,  and  has  now  the  oldest 

state  bank  charter  in  Michigan.  . .  In  July 

1890  an  important  change  took  place  in  the  bank.  Mr.  Beebe 
had  become  interested  in  outside  ventures  and  felt  that  he 
did  not  want  to  continue  his  banking  connection  in  Hastings. 

He  and  an  associate  owned  the  majority  of  the  stock.  In 
July  1890,  the  firm  of  purchased  of  Mr.  Beebe 

the  controlling  interest.  *.**** “ 

The  next  year  he  was  married  in  Kalamazoo  while  interested,  in  a 
bank  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  where  Ms  son,  Dwight,  was  born  in  1892. 
Most  of  Clifford  D.  Beebe's  active  business  life  was  spent  in  Syracuse; 
N.Y„  where  he  lived  from  about  1895  until  1929,  or  1930.  He  organized 
and  was  president  of  a  group  of  Interurban  Electric  Railroads  which 
connected  many  of  the  towns  and  cities  in  central  New  York  State. 
Collectively,  they  were  known  as  the  Empire  United  Railways,  Inc.,  or 
the  “Beebe  Syndicate/9 

The  railroads  prospered  until  the  popularity  of  the  automobile 
finally  put  them  completely  out  of  business.  He  lived  at  719  Lodi  Street 
in  Syracuse  except  for  a  few  years  at  the  end  when  he  resided  at  622 
James  Street.  Summers  were  spent  at  his  place  in  Skaneateles,  N.  Y., 
on  Skaneateles  Lake,  known  as  “Lone  Oak/®  where  many  relatives 
seemed  to  have  visited  us. 

Lone  Oak  passed  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Beebe  Family  in 
the  early  1930*8.  What  now  (1950)  remains  of  Lone  Oak  adjoins  the 
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property  of  the  Skaneateles  Country  Club,  The  Club  property  and  golf 
course  were  once  part  of  Lone  Oak, 


About  1933,  following  an  extended  visit  to  Europe,  Clifford  Beebe 
and  his  wife  returned  to  Kalamazoo  where  they  purchased  a  small  home 
at  136  Bulkley  Street  and  there  spent  the  remainder  of  their  days  amid 
relatives  and  old  friends.  Their  Bulkley  Street  home  is  now  (1950)  the 
residence  of  the  rector  of  St,  Luke’s  Episcopal  Church,

THE  SAW YIER  FAMILY

For  the  benefit  of  the  descendants  of  Clifford  D.  Beebe  and  Helen 
Maud  Chapin  Beebe,  I  incorporate  the  following  on  the  subject  of  the 
Sawyer  (Sawyier)  family,  most  of  which  is  taken  from  a  book  published 
in  1889  at  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  and  entitled:

Joseph  Burbeen  Walker  was  a  son  of  Nathaniel  Sawyier *s  younger 
sister  -  he  prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter,  and  graduated  from 
Yale  in  1844.  The  genealogy  covers  the  period  1640  -  1889.

West  Indies  on  Dec.  5,  1852.  On  April  5,  1859 
she  was  married  to  Dr.  Lebeus  C.  Chapin.  From 
the  genealogical  standpoint,  it  is  of  interest  to  re* 
cord  here  that  William  H«  Eliot,  Jr.  was  a  direct 
descendant  of  John  Eliot,  commonly  called  the 
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“Apostle  to  the  Indians."  John  Eliot  wrote 
the  Indian  Bible  and  was  the  minister  who 
presided  over  the  church  at  Roxbury,  Mass, 
when  that  colony  was  first  founded,  and  is 
the  accepted  authority  for  the  early  Roxbury 
records,  which  record  the  presence  in  1640 
of  William  Cheney,  the  founder  of  the  Cheney 
Family  in  America  and  about  which  I  have 
commented  elsewhere.  Sallie  Sawyier  Eliot’s 
husband  wrote  the  “Genealogy  of  the  Eliot 
Family"  which  was  completed  and  published 
after  his  death  by  William  S.  Potter  in  1854. 

I  was  most  pleased  that,  through  the  help 
of  Goodspeed’s  Book  Shop,  Inc.,  I  was  able 
to  secure  a  copy  of  the  Eliot  Genealogy  in 
addition  to  the  Sawyer  Genealogy  previously 
mentioned.

To  those  who  knew  the  Clifford  Beebe  Family  during  their  sojourn 
in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  no  account  would  be  complete  that  did  not  include 
mention  of  Miss  Ada  M,  Michael  who  is  currently  (1950)  living  at  461 
Burns  Drive,  Detroit  14,  Michigan.  “Miss  Ada,"  as  she  was  known  to 
me  and  my  brothers,  was  associated  with  my  father  as  his  secretary  and 
assistant  throughout  his  business  career,  and  helped  to  raise  us  when  we 
were  young  and  our  parents  were  away  on  trips.  I  have  found  that  she 
is  an  unending  source  of  information  on  relatives  so  many  of  whom  she 
seems  to  have  known.

THE  WEBSTERS  -  NOAH  AND  DANIEL 

Noah  Webster,  1758  -  1843,  who  graduated  from  Yale  in  1778,  and 
became  the  fiery  patriot  and  noted  lexigrapher,  was  a  descendant  of 
Catherine  Chapin,  3rd  child  of  Deacon  Samuel  Chapin  and  Cicely  Penny 
Chapin. 


Daniel  Webster  was  a  grandson  of  Richard  Fitz’s  sister,  Jerusha 
Fitz,  whose  daughter,  Nabby  Eastman,  married  Ebenezer  Webster. 
Richard  Fitz’s  daughter,  Ann  Fitz,  married  Deacon  Moses  Sawyier,  the 
father  of  Nathaniel  Sawyier,  and  grandfather  of  Sallie  Sawyier  Eliot 
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Chapin  .  According  to  the  Sawyer  Genealogy,  (pa  23)  speaking  of 
Nathaniel,  “he  was  a  sincere  friend  and  supporter  of  Daniel  Webster, 
Connected  by  blood  on  his  mothers  side,  playmates  in  boyhood  and  com¬ 
panions  in  college,  although  not  classmates,  they  continued  their  friend¬ 
ship  by  personal  intercourse  and  correspondence  until  Mr,  Webster  *s 
death,** 


Having  heard  that  both  Webster s  were  in  some  way  connected,  I 
made  it  my  business  to  find  out  how.  The  relationship  is  so  remote 
that  it  should  not  cause  these  departed  leaders  any  embarrassment.

Following  graduation  from  Law  School,  he  prac¬ 
ticed  law  in  the  office  of  Judge  A.  W.  Campbell  at  Aberdeen,  then  re¬ 
turned  to  Ipswich  and  established  his  own  practice. 

Following  the  death  of  his  father,  Marcus  P.  Beebe,  Sr.  in  1914, 
he  became  the  president  of  the  Bank  of  Ipswich  which  his  father  had 
founded  some  30  years  before.  In  this,  he  was  associated  with  his 
brother,  Hiram  Ernest  Beebe,  now  of  Hollywood,  Cal.  Like  many  other 
banking  institutions,  in  the  depression  of  the  1930*s,  the  Bank  of  Ipswich 
suffered  disaster,  but  M.  Plin  Beebe  continued  to  serve  his  town  and 
state  in  countless  different  ways.  During  his  full  career  he  served  as 
president  of  the  local  Commercial  Club,  States  Attorney  for  two  terms. 
County  Judge,  State  Senator,  Chairman  of  the  County  Draft  Board  during 
first  World  War,  and  President  of  the  Bank  of  Kimball  and  Parker  State 
Bank,  President  of  the  South  Dakota  Bankers  Association,  President  of  the 
South  Dakota  Bankers  Association,  President  of  the  State  Bank  Division  of 
the  American  Bankers  Association.  His  gifts  to  his  home  town  in  beauti- 
fying  it  and  planting  were  many. 

In  1944,  his  widow,  Alice  Conklin  Beebe,  and  his  son,  Ernest 
Conklin  Beebe,  collaborated  in  the  preparation  and  distribution  (presum¬ 
ably  among  close  relatives  and  friends  only)  of  a  memorial  book  entitled, 
aGM.  Plin  Beebe.09  Through  the  kindness  of  Inez  Beebe  Perisho,  I  was 
recently  presented  with  a  copy  of  this  book  which  I  shall  always  treasure. 
As  I  lead  this  book,  I  cannot  help  but  regret  that  memorial  biographies 
covering  other  great  Beebes  have  not  been  written.  Time  passes  so 
rapidly  that  the  record  is  soon  lost  to  posterity.  It  is  an  inspiration 
to  read,  B8M.  Plin  Beebe.99 
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I  was  interested  to  learn  from  Inez  Beebe  Perisho  that  my  father 
carried  on  an  active  correspondence  with  M.  Plin  Beebe.

All  twelve  children  were  born  in  Andover,  Mass.  The  above  data 
is  quoted  from  Peter  Smith’s  family  bible  now  in  custody  of  Lucretia 
Cott  Beebe.  Peter  Smith;  his  brother,  John  Smith;  and  their  friend,  John 
Dove,  established  the  firm  of  Smith,  Dove  &  Company  -  later,  the  Smith 
&  Dove  Manufacturing  Company  ~  in  which  the  three  were  equal  partners. 
As  far  as  I  can  determine,  this  very  successful  firm  was  engaged  pri¬ 
marily  in  the  manufacture  of  linen  thread  and  shoe  thread,  and  the  first 
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in  the  United  States  to  make  shoe  thread. 


Peter  Smith's  gifts  to  his  old  home  town,  Brechin,  which  he 
visited  almost  annually  on  business,  were  many  and  generous.  When  in 
Brechin,  he  made  his  home  with  his  life-long  friend,  David  Duke.  Peter 
and  John  Smith,  together  with  John  Dove,  were  deeply  interested  in 
Abbott  Academy,  The  Theological  Seminary,  and  Phillips  Academy  (all 
of  Andover)  and  their  gifts  to  these  three  institutions  were  numerous  and 
substantial,  including  a  library,  a  dormitory,  and,  to  the  Peter  Smith 
Byers  Foundation,  to  endow  the  chair  of  the  principal  of  Phillips  Acade¬ 
my. 


His  life  record  was  fully  recorded  in  a  book  entitled,  “Mem¬ 
orials  of  Peter  Smith,”  copyrighted  1881  by  C.  L.  Mills,  and  printed 
the  same  date  by  the  Riverside  Press,  Cambridge.  On  page  38,  re¬ 
ferring  to  his  first  wife,  Rebekah  Bartlett,  it  quotes  Peter  Smith  follow¬ 
ing  her  death  as  saying,  “She  was  a  direct  descendant,  on  the  maternal 
side,  of  the  Mayflower  Pilgrims.......,..”

It  would  be  difficult  to  enumerate  here  all 
the  bits  of  valuable  information  he  has  secured  for  me,  all  of  which 
have  consumed  much  of  his  time.  If  this  turns  out  to  be  of  interest, 
or  of  value  to  any  of  the  descendents  of  Charles  Beebe,  Sr.,  they  should 
remember  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  friendly  encouragement  extended 
to  me  by  Ernest,  I  might  have  dropped  the  whole  plan  last  Fall.
